Mrs.  Willing  was  the  daughter  of  lion. 

J.  L.  Tillinghast,  of  Rhode  Island,  and 
at  the  time  t>f  her  marriage  was  consid¬ 
ered  one  of  the  mast  beautiful  women 
and  one  of  the  greatest  belles  of.  society 
in  the  eastern  part  of  the  l*nite»l  States. 

Endowed  with  great  wealth  and  occu¬ 
pying  high  soi  t.1l  position,  »hu  devoted  ,  violent  iwrsjwrAtioJ’, 
herself  to  works  of  philanthropy.  She  * 
founded,  amon'g  other  institutions,  the 
first  day  nursery  in  Philadelphia,  if  not 
in  the  country,  but  she  had  a  special 
life  work,  a  favorite  theory  arid  a  pecu- 
,  liar  form  of  benevolence.  She  did  not 
believothut  kindness  was  limited  to  ilie 
human  race,  but  should  be*  extended  to 
thedumb  creature's  of  the  field  apd’the 
domestic  pets  of  the  hearthstone.  Her 
theory  wds  preventive  rather  than  re¬ 
parative.  Instead  of  founding  Animal 
asylums,  or  hospitals,  she  believed  in 
educating  the  ma^  from  the  tenderest 
age  of  childhood  in  humane  principles, 
and  was  largely  instrumental  in  inducing 
,  the  board  of  public  education  to  con¬ 
fine  the  teaching  of  kindness  to  the 
brut*  creation,  as  part  of  the  course  of 
school  instruction,  and  to  supply,  with 
the  smallest  possible  encroachment  upon 
I  tint",  and  without  expense  to  the  schools, 

;  the  simple  system  of  humane  education, 
which  lias  l>een  already  accepted  by 
teachers  and  directors  in  many  sections, 
comprising  great  numbers  of  schools. 

In  this  work  die  wa.4  the  pioneer  in  this 
J  country.  , 

Encouraged  by  the  principal  and  the 
directors  of  the  Locust  street  schools,  in 
j  1874  6ho  formed  a  society  among  the 
.  boys  of  the  Grammar  school,  with  the 
!  watchwords,  "Reverence,  Kindness, 

!  Courage,"  and  with  the  purjKise  of  eulti- 
vating-’auiong  themsclvea  habits  of  kind- 
.  nese,  as  well  as  protecting  from  cruelty 
whatever  needed  their  care.  It  was 
called  the  “Boys’  Society  for  the  Protec¬ 
tion  of  Animals,”  and  held  occasional 
school  meetings,  uuder  the  guidance  of 
|  tliei  principal,  who  was  president  of  the 
;  branch  in  his  owiiyScliool. 
j  There  was  recitation  or  reading  of  hu- 
I  mane  literature  such  as  Longfellow’s, 
j  poem.  “The  Alarm  ISell  of  Atri;"  the 
;  banner,  tlic  color  of  which  represented 
that  branch, was  hung  up,  new  members 
;  were  enrolled  by  the  presentation,  of  a 
badge,  there  was  a.  short  address,  and 
booksj  papers  and  cords  were  distributed 
for  home  reading.  'This,  simjde  organi¬
